e . Coating Shop-- This shop was located In a small room on the first 
floor of the plant. Here the toy parts, after being monufactured 
in the Mechanical Shop, were sprayed with quick-drying enamel 
pJPior to assembly in the Toy Shop. Only three persons were 
employed in this shop, 

f. (Clock) Assembly Shop— The (Clock) Assembly Shop was the largest 
in the plant, occupying the entire second floor and employing 
about 50 people , most of whom were women .* The shop was equipped 
with small hand presses and one conveyor, in this shop clock 
pArts, including the mechanisms shipped to the plant, were 
assembled. Workers In this shop were paid on a piece-work basis 
and averaged 600-800 rubles per month.
